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Applicants argue "there is no definition of channel loading, much less a definition that draws any analogy to radio resources as used in the 
present invention". Meidan discloses "dynamic distribution of channel load" reads on "radio resources" with reasonable broadest 
interpretation. 

Regarding claim 31 , applicants argue "Median simply does not disclose the adjustment of an antennas beam width based on radio 
resource allocation instructions". Meidan discloses "in a sectorized cellular radio communication system having sector antennae, each 
sector antenna having a beam width and a beam length. The channel load is distributed by narrowing a first sector antenna beam width of 
an overloaded sector of a cell site and widening a second sector antenna beam width of an adjacent sector of the cell site" which, 
inherently, the cellular network to have processors to instruct/command each antenna to narrow or widen its beam width accordingly. 
Regarding claim 32, the prior arts fail to teach " where the radio resource allocation instructions comprise information related to data rate 
of the signals, a signal to noise ratio of the signals, power level of the signals and quality of service needs of a user of the mobile", as cited 
in the claim. 
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
